A financial crisis, an 
insurrection of the Christian races backed by 
some power, oraserious political emeute at 
Constantinople, would in the present state of 
Turkey bring about the immediate interven- 
tion of some one of the greater Powers, 
and Turkey would probably pass under 
the control of a commission, with 
one Power administering tits affairs. 
The position of the Sultan would become 
something like thatof the Khedive in Egypt 
at the present moment, and there is believed 
to be nodoubt that the massof the Turkish 
functionaries In the adminisfration and the 
whole of the army, in consideration of the 


‘assurance that their pay and positious would 


remain undisturbed, would willingly acquiesce 
in the change. In other words, the Turkish 
Empire would be placed under a_ tutor. 
The idea prevails at Yildiz that such a 
solution of the Eastern question is 
impending, and there is very considerable 
uneasiness in consequence. As itis thought 
thought thet the ‘‘tutor’’ will de Germany, 
every effort ie being made to propitiate Ger- 
many and put off—for the Sultan—the evil day 
as long as possible. It is for this reason that 
desperate attempts are being made to draw 
up a presentable budget and to stave off the 
establishment of complete European control 
of the finances ofthe Empire. The only thing 
which might interfere with the realization of 
this plan would be a war with Russia or 
what is not unfrequently talked about at Con- 
stantinople—a Russian alliance.

Neither Parnell or the Liberal 
leaders place the least reliance in the report 
that the Government will grant the inquiry 
asked, though they might try to get out of the 
difficulty by giving a restricted inquiry which 
would be useless. 
Mr. Gladstone is deeply interested in the in- 
quiry into the origin and subsequent history 
of the forged Parnell letters. He will call up 
the subject in the House early next week, and 
will probably speak upon it and in favor of 
Parnell’s demand fora committee invéestiga- 
tion. The easy acveptance of letters as genu- 
ine by the parties who made such damaging 
use of them has never been satisfactorily ac- 
counted for, and Gladstone will demand that 
the inquiry be pushed tothe end. It is a mat- 
ter, he says, which conoérns the character of 
the House thus maligned in the person of one 
of ite members. Had the conspiracy, slander 
and forgery been successful it would have in- 
volved the expulsion of its victim. Deprived 
of the opportunity of exploring and exposing 
it in the special commission Parnell 
righteously appeals to the House tor the 
means of prosecuting the inquiry. 

TOBY VIEW OF LAND PUROBASE. 

In accordance with the programme outlined 
by Lord Salisbury on Thursday Balfour will 
on Monday introduce in the House of Com- 
mons the Government land purchase Dill, on 
which oecasion he will delivér an exhaustive 
speech, presenting the advantages, from a 
Tory point of view, which are to be 
secured to evefybody concerned. The 
pill retains permissive features for which 
the Government has all along contended and 
may be said to virtuaily deprive the tenant of 
any Volition in the matter of land purchase if 
land owners shall so will it, though the am- 
biguous language of the bill appears to favor 
the purchasers. A prolonged debate on the 
measure ig inevitable, and many exciting 
scenes in its course may be looked for.

He Wants te Die in Brasil—The Letter Re- 
csived by Da Fonseca.

thanking him for the consideration he had 

shown the Emperor during the period of the 

revolution, which the writer states was a 

most trying moment for the aged monarch. 

The write goes on to state that Dom Pedro 

fully appreciates the kindness and generosity 

ot Gen. Da Fonseca, and regrets that circum- 

stances over which he had no control com- 

pelied him to decline the offer of 5,000 centos 

by the new Government, through its chief, 
made as a condition of his banishment. 

WHY THE ANNUITY WAS DECLINED. 

Further explaining the 6x-Emperor’s 
declination, the writer states that although 
exiled, Dom Pedro could only with dignity 
accept the annuity which the constitution 
granted bim; that to have accepted the 5,000 
centos, under the circumstances which it was 
tendered, would have compromised his dig- 
nity and cost him the esteem of his friends 
abroad. ‘‘Dom Pedro,’’ the letter continues, 
‘fis by no means bankrupt, in spice of 
the heavy losses he has sustained 
by the change in Brazil. He has a 
large income from extensive investments 
abroad of long standing, which is more than 
sufficientto supply bis present wants. Con- 
sequently, Wen it is stated that it is the de- 
sire of the Emperor to return to Brazil, not as 
a claimant, but as an humble citizen, where 
he could, with contentment, pass the re 
mainder of his days in the laud he so much 
loves, and to whose Government he bas sac- 
rificed nearly half a century of his li'e, it is 
not because he needs anything of them other 
thana contipaation of that esteem he has 
always enjoyed and sympathy in his declining 
years. 

AN EARNEST PRAYER. 

„He therefore hopes that the honored chief 
of the néw Government will respect the de- 
sire of the ex-Emperorand use his influence 
to have an exception in the decree of banish- 
ment, recently promuigated, made in his 
favor, that he may be free to return whevever 
he desires. In return for this kindness Dom 
Pedro would present all of his real property, 
except his home at, Petropolis, to the 
State, and if thé Btedilian’ people insist by 
actual demonstration, he would renounce all 
claims to the throne of Brazil,and annul ali 
hereditary claims thereafter. This is sufficient 
proof that the only wish the ex-Emperor bas 
is to die in the land ot his birth in the midst 
of his countrymen.’’ 

While Gen. Da Ponseca,’’ says my inform- 
ant, ‘‘is disposed to treat the ex-Emperor 
with the greatest consideration and entertains 
profound respect for his wshes, he is inclined 
to regard the letter asadevice of bis heirs, 
who deem it advisable to stoop to conquer. 
He will pay no attention to the appeal uriess 
Dom Pedro makes his desire known over bis 
own signature.’’ 

TO RULE BY THE SWORD.

BUENOS AYRES, March 22.—At a Cabinet 
meeting yesterday the President of the Re- 
public expressed acquiescence in the plan of 
reforms framed during his absence, At 
another meeting it was resolved to reduce the 
general est imate for expenses by $10,000,000, this 
reduction being obtained without the dis- 
miséal of any employes or the reduetion of 
any salaries. The executive binds itself to 
abide by the present budget during 1891, sub- 
ject to the economies adopted. 

It was also resolyed to appoint a commis- 
sion of notables to prepare regulations for 
the treasury, in order to insure that institu- 
tion performing correctly the important func- 
tions appertaining to a financial economic 
body.

Not only has the late Hammersfey fortune 
repaired dilapidated Blenheim, but iu addition 
the Duchess has purchased and richly fur- 
nished atacost of nearly a quarter million 
doilars the residence at Carlton House terrace, 
which she has settled upon the Duke. She 
aleo paid up fully another quarter of a million 
dollars of the Dukes debts, con- 
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tracted before his marriagsé. At 
the Secretan sale in Paris and large art 
sales in England the Duke, since his mar- 
riage, has been a heavy purchaser. This is 
popularly attributed to his acknowledged 
taste in art and a desire to replace the pictures 
be sold years ago from the Blenheim Gal- 
lery. But no one knows better than the Duke 
that good pictureg are marketable commod- 
ities, easily turned into cash.

Mr. Sherman, who thought the 
amount asked for rather large for so smalia 
town, and Mr. Ingalls wanted to know 
how California was faring in general as to 
public buildings. Mr. Stanford seemed an- 
noyed, in his solemn way, at these inquiries 
abouta little matterof afew hundred thou- 
sand dollars, and in gruff tone referred Mr.

He respectfully submitted that Senators 
were entitled to information ona matter of 
public importance before they were calied 
upon to vote upon so large a sum as $200,000 
for a building in San Diego. He therefore 
repeated his request for information asto the

Kennan Indorses the Plan Praposed, 
and Will Endeavor to Follow It Out. 


After the lecture at Entertainment Hall, last 
night, Mr. George H. Kennan, the Siberian 
correspondent, was®escorted to the Press 
Ciub, where he was received by representa- 


tive newspaper men of the city and by promi- 
nent citizens invited ta meet him. The event, 
the opening reception given by the club, was 
one of the most pleasant and ya- 
bie in very way.

upon in his lectures. The important part of 
the evening came later, however. and one 
which, the occasion being a purel lone, 
was not anticipated. It was in 
the initiative of movement in this country 
to bring Russia to a realization of the 
necessity for practicing civilized methods in 
the treatment of her criminals. The sugges- 
tion came from Mr. Keeler and was made with 
great force. 

Mr. Kennan was fot the Mab by President F. 
D. White on behalf of the b and responded 
with a few ¥ neat remarks on the subject 
of Ruseia and Siberia — ewe on the 

in Siberia number of 
friends. These, he said, 
included S men and politicul 
economists hey, remarked, were the 
people who fell under the ban of the Russian 
authorities, And yet they had committed no 
crime. They had uttered simply what in this 
coun would be regarded as truisms. One 
in particular, heeaid, was a very near and 
dear friend and a thorough newspaper man. 
He had been sentenced to 81 iberia : for having 
three of his (Mr. KRennan’s) magazine articles 
in bis poseession. 

Judge Normile followed, on invitation, with 
some very interesting remarks on the ac- 
complishments of newspapér men in Russia, 
Siberia and Bulgaria. 

MR. BRONSON KEELER ' 

was then called upon, and introduced a busi- 
ness subject which was warmly indorsed by 
the members of thecluband those present, 
and which had been informally disoussed 
earlier in the evening. It was on the 
defeat of the ratification of the 
extradition treaty with Russia now 
r before the United States Senate. 

hat treaty, he sald, should be defeated under 
every consideration, and Mr. Kennan was the 
man, and I man, to do t. He alone 
could do it, and that very easily. The United 
States could not afford to return prisoners as 
proviged in this treaty toa nation, the Gov- 
ernment of which permitted cultured women 
to be flogged to death. Mr. Keeler then 
proposed, or suggested to Mr. Kennan that at 
ectures he should request the 
people in his audiences to write to the Sena- 
tors from their States, as individuals, pro- 
testing against the ratification of the treaty. 
This, be thought, would surely defeat it. Then 
he could go further. At the close of his lectures 
prominent citizens could be called to the 
stage as Chairman and Secretary, and the 
andiences be asked to pass resolutions 
directed to the Senate protesting against the 
ratification of the treaty. The audiences of 
the pasttwo evenings, and there could not 
have been more strongly representatives ones 
in St. Louis, he said, would bave passed them 
with a burrah. 

MR. KENNAN ACQUIESCED 

in the idea. The suggestion, he said, came 
with a great deal of fore. it was new, too, 
and if it was the opinion ofthe club that he 
should adopt this Poliey he would do 80 very 
cheerfully.

The burglar deserved 
punlahment, but he did not deserve what he 
would have to go through on the trip to 
Siberia. Then -the oe of the treaty 
was not clear. Under it the Russian 
Government could evade the real charge 
against a man and prefer one of forgery. Once 
in Russia this charge would disappear for all 
any one knew. The prisoner would be tried

probably without copmnsel. No one would 

now what be was tried for, what the evidence 
was againsthim. Thenif the sentence ha 
pened to be severe, it would be all right. 
not, it would be set aside, and the Minister of 
the Interior, purely by administrative 
process, would pronounce sentence 
and the prisoner would in a short 
time to be on the way to Siberig.

Prepared His Own Grave.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 22.—Wednesday 
morning, near Mercury, Ala., a young negro 
man named Bob Mosely committed one of the 
most violent premeditated crimes known in 


the annals of Alabama, and for which he was 
tyneoued yesterday afternoon. Miss Elia 
Austin, lady belonging to 
one of first families, war 
passing through the woods on her way 
to school when she was seized by Mosely, who 
attempted to assault her. By almost super- 
human efforts she successfully resisted him 
but became exhausted and the negro dragged 
her to a pit that he had previously prepared. 
This pit was six feet long, two feet wide and 
thrée feet deep. He placed Miss Austin witbin 
it and threw heavy poles across 
each end. He then nailed planks 
to the oles and placed upon them a 
number of stones. The whole was covered 
with leaves. A piece of stovepipe was placed 
in ons end so that Miss Austin might breath. 
Mosely left the young lady with the statement 
that be would be back that night and accom- 
lish hie desire or kill her. He returned to 
r. Blounts, his employer, and Miss Austin’s 
brother-in-law. Immediately after he 
left Miss Austin began digging with her 
hands and feet and after several hours re- 
leased herself. She went home and the negro 
fied as she approachad. The facts becoming 
known a reward of $400 was offered and yester- 
day morning he was captured and brought 
back to Mercury, but never reached the jail. 
He was taken to the scene of his 
crime and made a full confession anda rope 
Was placed around bis neck, thrown over a 
limb and a horse driven from under him.

VIEWED BY FRIENDS. 


Arrangements for the Final Rites Com 
pleted—Order of Funeral Procession and 
Line of March—Interment te Be at Oak 
land, Md.—The Guard of Honor to Ac- 
company the Kemains There. 


CHICAGO, II., March 22,—In the west parlor 
ot the Grand Pacific Hotel the remains of the 
late Gen. George Crook lie in state. The body 
ie dressed in the full uniform of the rank of 
Major General, while on the neat broadcloth 
covered casket rests the General’s hat and 
sword, with bunches of lilies, roses and 
violets.

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Closing up the Sherman Trial. 


Borrato, N. I., March 22.—The counsel 
began summing up in the Sherman trial this 
morning. Counsel for the defendant denied 


that any grain had been removed with the 
intention of committing a fraud. It had not 
been proved that Sherman appropriated any 
money obtained from grain sold. The indict- 
ment, he contended, was obtained through a 
misrepresentation and no evidence had been 
adduced to show that defendant had stolen 
the grain, as charged in the specific com- 
pieint. 

The District Attorney, in summing up for 
the people; said the defendant was speculating 
in grain with other people’s money. He had 
no right to transfer grain without warehouse 
receipts and yet it had been done.

RISING RAPIDLY. | 


Rivers and Creeks Throughout Kentucky, 
West Virginia, Penmsylvania and Ohio 
Swollen to Alarming Preportions—Seri- 
ous Loss of Property Seems Inevitable, 
While Human Life Is Endangered— 
Fleod Reperts From Various Points, 


By Telegraph tothe Poset-Disratcn. 
INCINNATI, March 
2. — Rain from 
midnight till noon 
Friday morning, 
rain from midnight 
until noon again, 
and the Ohio River 
already bank-full, 
formed a combina- 
tion of circum- 
stances that have 
excited grave ap- 
prehensions 
among river men. 
River navigation 
will certainly be closed on Monday, not to be 
opened tor four or ve days, and some of the 
railroads will be obliged to receive and de- 
liver passengers and freight from temporarily 
improvised depots. 

News to-night from all Kentucky points on 
tributaries of the Ohio in Kentucky, West Vir- 
ginia, Pennsylvania and Ohio is that the 
rivers and creeks are rising very rapidly. 

Th indications are that the storms yester- 
day and to-day, south and east of the Ohio, 
were attended by heavy rainfall, together 
with melting of snow in the mountains, and 
all reports hear out these inferential indica- 
tions. At On City and at Pittsburg 
the waters are rising very rapidly. 
At Charleston, W. Va., the 
Kanawha is swelling into huge proportions. 
All pointson the Big Sandy River report a 
very rapidly-rising food. The Licking River 
in Kentucky is on a terrible rampage. All the 
Oblo and Indiana rivers are rising and the 
Kentucky River is a great swolien and swell- 
ing torrent. 

In Cincinnati, Rat Row and Sausage Row, at 
tho eastern and western extremities respect- 
ively of the public landing, are again flooded. 
The river has been rising here two inches an 
bour, and at 10 to-night was 50 feet 2 inches 
high. River men estimate that the flood 


will be greater than the one that was here 
within the last fortnight, and that came 
within two inehes of 58 feet. River men aleo 
estimate that we will have 60 feet this time, 
and they generally underestimate a coming 
flood. It bas not rained since noon and stars 
haye been visibie at times to-night, and the 
weather is growing cooler, all of which are 
favgrable signs.

SALOON CRUSADE AT FARMINGTON, 


Ladies Who Are Determined: That the 
Liquor Shops Must Go. 


FARMINGTON, Mo., March 22.—The excite- 
ment over the proposed crusade by tne ladies 
onthe saloons was not allayed dy the issu- 
ance of warrants for the arrest of the leaders 
of the proposed crusade. The saloon men 
still defiantly refused to take the notice to

notice to quit. 


Mrs. G. . Williams. 


Mrs. George W. Wiliams, one of'the women 
against whom the saloon men ewore out war- 
rants for threatening the destruction of their 
saloons, went before a Justice of the Peace on 
hearing of the warrants and declared she 
would not give bail. She said she would go 
to jall in preference to giving bond for ap- 
poarance in court. Her friends feared the 
result of this bold stand, but the Justice made 
no difficulty out of it. He sald bail would not 
be requir 

The other ‘ladies made the same declaration 
Mrs. Williams bad made, with the same re- 
sult. The constables who served the war- 
rante andthe Justice of the Peace told them, 
as Mrs. Williams was told, that bail would 
not be necessary. 

The Prosecuting Attorney found himeelf very 
unpopular after the issuing of the warrants. 
His refusal to issue warrants against the 
saloon men and his readiness to issue 
warrants against the ladies was freely 
commented on. In consequence he aban- 
doned the idea of compelling the iadies to 
keep the peace. Threats of retaliation with 
dynamite have been made by saloon men, and 
whether in earnest or to create a scare, & 
local insurance agent bas been warned to 
cancel policies.on homes ot leaders in the 
crusade. 

The leaders are Mrs. Williams and Mrs. Fos- 
ter. They are sisters and are natives of Wash- 
ingtén County. They have lived in Farmington 
many years and are socially among the high- 
est ladles in the city. They are active in the 
work of the Presbyterian Church.

A TELLTALE PORTRAIT. 


A PHOTOGRAPH THAT THROWS MUCH 
LIGHT ON THE DASTARDLY CRIME. 


Peculiar Actions of Trent, Who Was Ac- 
cused of a Deadly Assault Upon Brooks— 
The Portrait of the Accused Brandishing 
an Big Kanife—Kemarkable Apathy of the 
Police. 


N connection with 

the recent dismissal 

of the action for as- 

sault to kill against 

Leonidas Trent, a 

very queer story has 

come to light. On 

the docket of the 

Court of Criminal 
Correction, on the 

— date of Friday, 
March 21, the case 
2ñLw against Trent was 
recorded for pre-

tion. Opposite the 

name may now be 

found written in a 

small, regular hand, 

the words, Dis- 
missed for want of prosecution.’’ 

Trent did not appear to answer to the 
charge. He isa fugitive on the face of the 
earth, fleeing from the justice which he well 
knows sbould in all fairness be dealt out to 
him. At heart and in deed he is a murderer, 
and he fears for the safety of his neck. It 
was to his interest that he did not appear. 

And now the peculiar incident on which 
hinges all recent developments in the case 
has been made public. On the night of Satur- 
day, February 15, William Brooks was as- 
saulted from behind by some cowardly foe 
while in an unfrequented room in the regr of 
the house at 1218 Pine street. As he turned an 
immense knife was plunged into his breast, 
and he fell back as bis beart blood gushed 
forth. In five minutes he was dead. He 
had no time in which to proclaim 
the identity of his cowardly assailant. 


Brooks and Leonidas Trent had had trouble 
and the latter was at once suspected of the 
murder. It is now learned that afew days. 
before the terrible crime was committed’ 
Trent went to the gallery of an Olive street 
photographer and bad taken two tin types 
representing him standing in a défiant atti- 
tude with a look of fierce hatred on his face 
and a huge butcher-knife uplifted in his 
right hand. 
verything considered, this fuct is most 
significant. Trent and the murdered man, 
Brooks, were sworn enemies. On the Satar- 
day night preceding the stabbing they had 
foughtinthesaloon adjoining the house ip 
which Brooks met his death. nt was a 
porter in the saloon and Brooks in the 
next house. Both were colored. Trent, it 
appears, * engaged Brooks to do some 
pereubing for which he promised to pay him 
Brooks asked forthe money anda 
ohm g was thut commenced.

His murderer 
found him in the cellar and knocked on a 
rear door. Brooks became frightehed and 
blew out the light which he carried. He 
waited about five minutes. Then 
hearing no sound and thinking 
the coast was clear he cautiously 
opened the door leading to the yard. As he 
did soadark figure rushed in, a bare blade 
gieamed for an instant in the light from the 
open door of the adjacent saloon, to be buried 
tothe hilt in the breast of the defenseless 
negro, taken so completely by surprise as to 
be unable to make even a show of resistance. 

Trent has not been seen in this city since 
that night. He jamped his bond In the case 
against him for assault to kill without even a 
word to his attorney and bondsman. He made 
his escape in the night and was doubtless far 
oer before the dawn of the succeeding 

ay 

And nowa strong chain of circumstantial 
evidence is being forged to bind the fugitive 
should he be intercepted in his flight. De- 
tectives Scully and Danaher, who among oth- 
ers were working on the case, found that be- 
tween the Tuesday morning on whieh 
he was released from jail and the Satur- 
day night when Brooks met his death Trent 
had gone to the proprietor af a photograph 
gallery og Olive street and asked to be taken 
with drawn knife.

THE SCHOOL BOARD LAW. 


QUO WARBEANTO PROCEEDINGS BROUGHT 
IN THE SUPREME COURT TO TEST IT. 


Writs Issued Yesterday Against Ex-Presi- 
dent Miller and William F. Macklisn—A 
Writ Alse Issued Against Emil Thomas— 
The Case of Ineligibilty Made Out 
Against Directer August Reimier—The 
Cases in the Court of Appeals Te- Morrow. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disratcn. 
JEFFERSON Crrn. Mo., March 22. 
HE Attorney General 
instituted quo war- 
ranto proceedings in 
the Supreme Court to- 
day for the purpose of 
ousting W. F. Macklin 
ann Charles F. Miller 
from the Schoo 
Board of St. Louis. 
The objectof the pro- 
ceedings isto test the 
constitutionality of 
what is known as the Drabelie Schoo! Law. 
The writs are returnable the first day of the 
April term. Similar proceedings were insti- 
tuted by the Attorney General against Emil 
Thomas, who was recently elected Marshal of 
St. Louis ataspecial election. It is held in 
the petition thatthe special election was il- 
legal. In this case also the writ is returnable 
on the first day of the April term, 


The School Beard Cases. 


To-morrow in the Court of Appeals. Messrs. 
Macklin, Rogers, Bollman, Sheahan, DodZier, 
Kelly, Bartholdtand Reimier will have to 
come forward and prove to the satisfaction of 
the Court that they hold tax receipts which 
guality them under the law to hold seats in 
the School Board. The attempts made by 
Macklin, Rogers, Bartholdt, Bollman and 
Relmler to save themselves from a show down 
has created a grave suspicion that they will 
not be able to meet withthe requirements. 
Should this prove to be the case writs of 
ouster will be issued against them,and a 


new school election will have to be called, 
They are determined that if they are com- 
jlied to vacate to pull the whole School 
oard structure down with them if they can, 
and that is the object of the quo warranto 
proceeding begun in the Supreme Court by 
Attorney-General Wood yesterday. The 
reason why proceedings were begun against 
Mackiin as weil as Miller, is because Attorney- 
General Wood refused to issue the 
writs, unless application was made 
to have them made out against 
one man of each faction in the board. 
The Mackiinites are perfectly willing to get 
out, providing they can pull their enemies 
out with thom. 

The evidence on which the parties who in- 
stituted the quo warranto proceedings against 
Messrs. Mackiin, Rogers, Bartholdt and Boll- 
man rely to prove the ineligibility of those 
gentiomen has been frequently published, but 
the case which they have made out on August 
Reimier has pot yet been made known to the 
public. It is here presented for the first time 
and will be found interesting. It ie as follows:

CONROY’S SWORN STATEMENT. 

State of Missouri, City of St. Louls—ss. 

I, Peter Conroy, a resident of the city of &t. 
Louis, being duly sworn, upon his oath, says: 
That on October 22, 1889, his wife, Wilnelmina 
Conroy, purchased of Kate Stanley, for the 
sum of $1,000, lots Nos. 92, 93, 94 and % of 
Edward P. Gray’s subdivision of Vine Grove 
place, and in city biock No. 8712 of the city of 
St. Louis, fronting 190 feet on the south line of 
St. Louis avenue by a depth southwardly 160 
feet to the south line of said subdivision;

House. We were to receive between us $100 a 
month, or Wo each, with board 4nd lodging. 
Our engagement was for the entire summer 
season, Which includes all the months up to 
the latter end of September. My wife was to 
serve as cook and las butler. She commenced 
work on April8, whilel was informed that 1 
would not be needed before the ist ot July 
or the Ist of August. With that under- 
standing and relying upon the 
ment which was to gin not 
than the lst of August, I left my wile in Wash- 
ington On April (and went to France to spend 
some time with my agg | and to bring my 
children over to America. Before the end of 
July Il came back to Washington and brought 
my little boy and giti wich me. Theo 1 was 
disappointed to be told by your steward that 
my engagement could not be carried out, for 
no fault ok mine, and to find that my wife, 
who had been engaged for the 
summer, had been suddenly - dle- 
missed from the White House on June 13. 
To take service with the White House, whicn 
she was assured would last through the sum- 
mer and which she hoped to make permanent, 
she had 4 up aeomfortable place in the 
house of Mr. Bancroft, the historian. Mr. 
Bancroft’s butler and others were witnesses 
tothe terms of our engagements, but I am 
confident your Own steward will not deny the 
facts. Let it is vain that I haye represented 
to your steward that he should either fulfill 
the engagements or recompense us for 
the disappointment and e loss we 
have suffered. I have full confidence, Mr. 
President, that ou only want to know 
the facts to do justioe to my wife anu myself. 
My wife was paid ber wages for June. I think 
a fair statement of our claim would be $450, 
made up in this way: On acoount of my wife 
— wages for three months, at 50. 
$150; board and lodging at $40, 20; 
on account of myself; wages for two months 
August and September, at $50—$100; board an 
lodging at $40—$80; total, $450. 1 feel certain, 
Mr. President, that you will see the jastice of 
this claim, and that in this case, as in all 
others, you will do full justice as soon as you 
learn the facts.

He said a large proportion of crime is 
Against property, committed almost invaria- 
bly by sober men, as also are the most noted 
and dangerous criminals, and argued that the 
decrease in crime is greater in Ulinois than it 
is in Iowa.

He needs cut a glance to see what these peo- 
ple are called upon to do to earn a living. 
First the tebacco is received in hogsheads 
Liberated from this it goes to the steam box. 
Then comes the stemming, the wrapper pick- 
ing, the wringing, the ‘‘wrapping on, the 
dipping, the pressing, etc. The steaming, of 
course, amounts to but littie. The leaf is 
taken from the hogshead and placed in the 
steam box by men who are well able to stand 
the work and the atmosphere. Then comes 
stemming. This work is performed by women 
and gairis—occasionally boys are employed, 
hut women and girie are the rule. The stem- 
mers are crowded into one large apartment. 
It may be ventilated sufficientiy, and it may 
not be, according to opportunity. 
Each stripper is aliowed what is 
called a bunk, or two may ve placed 
in one bunk if necessity presses. This 
bunk is nothing more than a board set up on 
either side of a low stool. On one side the 
stripper throws the stems, on the other the 
leaf. The latter is taken away at short inter- 
vais, while the stems remain until the close 
of the day’s work, when they are weighed 
and each stripper is given credit for so many 
pounds. Formerly the rule was to pay so 
much per pound for the leaf, but as the cheap 
manufacture of tobacco plug was perfected it 
was made necessary to pay by the stems, in 
order to keep the other parts of the iactories 
close up to the stemmers. 

After the stemmers come the wrapper 
Pickers. These also are women, generally 15 
to 20 years old. They are, as a rule, alittle 
more experienced, and are a little better paid, 
though their work is not as hard as that of 
the stemmers. Then there isthe wringing 
department. Here the licorice and other in- 
gredients is put in, the tobacco is allowed to 
stand, and at the end of the required period it 
is ready for pressing. The work in this de- 

artment is All done by men and machinery.

Just why the employes of this department 
should be cailed ‘‘wrappers off“ is uncertain.

THE SITUATION IN THE MAREFTS CARE- 
FULLY AND ELABORATELY BEVIEWED, 


Wheat Worked by Crop Scares, Exports, 
European Politics and Mapipulation— 
The Strengthening Pesition ef Corm—A

There are now four supports, or, perhaps, they 
can be called ‘‘jack-screws,’' under the wheat mar- 
ket. There are crop and weather conditions, export 
buying and clearances, the poliucal situation abroad 
and manipulation. None of them appear to be very 
stable, but they work the market, af any rate, 
through the fears of operators if tu no other way. 
The calm confidence that butashort time ago in- 
spired the numerous short sellers of wheat, bas en-; 
tirely disap p eared, and it has given way to nervous 
apprenension. There was a time when lecal specu- 
lators would not have regarded a 4c or 5c advance 
with much alarm, but that much elevation in grice 
from the bottom this season has run most of the 
shorts in. The shortage in May, that at around 76c 
was probably 10,000,000 bu or more, is 
duced to comparstively small dimensions. 
the only local trader who has shown nerve enough to 


stand by his line is Moses Fraley and he keeps on 


pluckily selling more and more as the market ad- 
vances. Floor gossip has it that Fraley is short includ- 
ing his sales against his cash holdings of 1,500.000 
bu contract gradé, any where from 3,000,000 to 5,- 
000. 000 bu. The outside is uadoubtedly greatly exag- 
gerated. About all the other bears have covered their 
shorts and those hanging on have only small lines 
out. Even that plunger of plungers, John W. Kauft - 
mann, who slings a 10,000, bu line at times, is 
suppesed to have got out of about all his short wheat, 
The fact that prices were unusually low for the 
season of the year had a great deal to 
do with frightening the shorts. They 
couldn’t look for any great decline from 786. and it 
might see a 250 advanee or more from that figure, 
and they would not take the chances.

READY TO FIGHT. 


The Ticket Brokers’ Association Prepared 
te Battle for Existence. 


The St. Louis Local Ticket Brokers’ Associ- 
ation met yesterday afternoon at No. 107 
Noth Fourth street, with J. Claude in the 
chair and S. Steiner officiating as secretary. 
They met for the purpose of oonsidering the 
amendments to the interstate commerce Dill, 
introduced in Congress last Monday by Mr. 


Baker of New York, chairman of the 
House Committee on Commerce. The bill 
among other things prohibits the payment by 
railroad companies of commissions in any 
form, and any man who receives any salary 
or compensation for selling passenger tickets 
for a road shall be held to be an agent of the 
company, and iteball be liable for his acts. 
All regularly appointed agents are also re- 
quired to have certificates of their appoint- 
ment exposed to public view in their offices. 
It is to be unlawful for any person, not holda- 
ing the certificate referred to, to sell, barter 
or transfer for any consideration any ticket of 
any common oarrier. A Une of §5,000 is 
posed for violating this provision. It 
provided that common carriers shall, 

reqest of a purchaser, redeem an unused 


ticket at its cost price, and if the ticket bas |

shall be redeemed atthe price paid less the 
regular schedule price for the distance used, 
if presented within ninety days after pur- 
chase.

BY Mr. Baker are, of course, aimed at the 
cket brokers, and are intended to wipe them 
ence. Aj the meeting of the Ticket 
ssociation yesterday, @ form was 
drawn up for a very sarcastic circulaf con- 
cerning Mr. Baker and bie bili, and it was de- 
cided to have it printed together with the 
proposed amendments offered by the 
representative from New York and 
to send out all over the country for 
signatures by the people to petitions to Con- 
Ese * cee against the passage of the 
III. he circular, which is headed ‘‘We Are 
Getting There,’’ among other things says that 
if Mr. Baker knows the extent and meaning of 
his proposed amendment he is doubtiess 
ready to admit that democracy is too weak a 
form of goyernment for the United States. 
The circular goes on further: One of Mr. 
Baker’s amendments makes it obligatory, 
practically, upon railway companies to give 
free transportation or reduced rates to the 
families oftheir employes; buf we have no 
objection to offer to that proposition if vor-- 
porations manufacturing or dealing in dry 
goods, groceries and other lines of goods and 
wares are included in the amendment. A 
railway company is as much a seller of trans- 
portation as the merchant is of merchandise. 
* © * If it isto be obliged to furnish its line 
of goods and wares to its employes free of 
charge, it would be rank discrimina- 
tion if sellers of other lines of 
goods and wares are not required 
to do as much for their employes. 2.8 
One amendment which prohibits the owner of 
a railway passage ticket selling the whole or 
any unused portion of ft, except to the com- 
pany that lesued it, is a very long stride lu the 
direction of Government supervision of every- 
thing that enters into commercial operations 
and commodity interchange.

The New Iron Shingle—The First Roof Man 
Had—How Early Roofs Were Constructed 
—Copper the Mest Durable Rvofing Ma- 
terial— Wooden Shingles Little Used Ex- 
cept in America—Tilings of All Sorts and 
Kinds.

When the ancient 

Arya, or the Arya’s pro- 
genitor or whoever else 
it was, formed the first 
tool that moment wit- 
nessed the departure of

mai cxistence. One of the first necessities of 
this maniike animal’s existence was shelter 
from the fury of the elements, and as neces- 
sity wasthen, as now, the mother of inven- 
tion, we may say thatthe first offspring of 
this ancient necessity was some sort of a roof.

It all the roofs ever invented or used by man 
from that made of a few spars united together 


with twigs and covered with mud to the iron 
shingle roof recently put on the market in St. 
Louis could be brought before us we would 
have a pretty good history of civilization. 
This latter promises to take the place of the 
ordinary shingle, or slate roofing. The 
enameled shingle, as itis called, is simply a 
thin iron dipped in a solution of granite 
mixture. The iron sheet is placed first ina 
pickle of acid for twelve hours. This eats 
away all unevenness due to rust or other 
causes, and leaves a perfectly smooth surface. 
The shiugie is then dipped into a solution of 
chemicais for eight or ten minutes and then 
baked. This has been subjected to enormous 
heat, but, it is said, resists the action of fire. 
It is of course waterproof, and therefore proof 
against the action of the atmosphere, as the 
metal is never exposed. Besides, the many

colors made possible in the process of enam- 
cling make it ornamental, and hence de- 
sirable in all buildings which pretend to an 
architectural character. 


In all probability the first roof that man 
had wasacave which he shared with his first 
cousins, the simians, or perhaps it was noth- 
ing more than the thick branches of a tree. 
Out of these natural roofs came the imitative 
forms, the artificial cave called the cromilect 
and the hut of brushwood. Thefirst attempts 
were merely erections ofa few spars united 
together with twigs. In a more advanced 
stage walls of dried turf were erected and 
those walls connected by means of timbers 
laid horizontally covered with weeds and 
boughs. Rain storms soon set the primitive 
man to thinking and the first fruits 
of this thought was the inclined roof covered 
with clay to carry off the rain. Vitruvius, 
who wrote in thetime of Julius Caesar, says 
that roofs were so constructed in his day by 
the uncivilized inhabitants of Gaul and Spain. 
The old Ayras are said to have used ciay dried 
and laid on the timbers in this way. The 
Chinese, especially favored by natare, used

out of which alone they constructed thelr 
houses, except occasionally when they used 
stone for foundation. Great roofs were 
made of thick bamboos bent and covered with 
ingeniously disposed. This

or fiat bricks, The Greeks covered their 
houses with marbie tiles, or terra-cotta ribs. 
Rome was originally roofed with shingles 
which constituted a standing invitation to 
the great conflagrations which so often swept 
over the city. About the time of the war with 
Pyrrhus tiles of burning 3 were intro- 
duced. These were flat and thin—thinnest at 
the lowerend. Thejoints wére covered with 
a semi-circular or angular joint tile, the 
whole having the appearance shown in the 
figure. The tiles were acourately fitted and 
securely fastened tothe rafters with bronze 
nails. here cheapness was required a shal- 
low pan tile was used with a semi-circular 
joint tile, as shown in the figure. . 

With the introduction of the Gothic style of 
architecture came necessary develop- 
ments of roofing. The Norman 
roofs were usually of steep pitch, 
showing the whole of the cross-framing 
of the timbers used in them and sometimes 
boarded on the underside so as to form a flat 
or slightly canted ceiling. Slates or tiles 
were used as the outer covering.

roofed towns are in Italy and Spain. The old 
Spanish tile was very heavy, weighing some- 
times as much as ten or twelve pounds. It 
is made ot brick olay about three quarters of 
aninch thick, and isin the form of a semi 
cylindrical trough about eighteen inches 
long. The piteh of the roof on which these 
tiles were placed was slight, and indeed it 
conld not be otherwise considering the 
manner of layin the tiles.

Sometimes the-tiles 
were laid in a bed of mortar, Put more often 
were placed directly on the wooden frawe- 
work. All the tiles used formerly in Mexico 
and other parts of Spanish-America came 
from Spain, but they are now made exten 

sively in Mexico and California. 

In localities which supplied laminated stone 
the Romans roofed their buildings with stone 
tiles fastened with fron, as slates are used to- 
day. On their temples and other magnificent 
buildings tiles of thickly gilded bronze were 
used, which produced a magnificent effect. 
Those of the Temple of Vesta are especially 
mentioned by Pliny as having been of Syra- 
cusan bronze, au alloy in great répute among 
the Romans. Bronze tiles for small buildings, 
such as this, were usually of a pointed o

Ia this country the manufacture of roof tiles 
isa comparatively new industry, but it is 
growing rapidly. With us, however, the tiles 
are not of the pan or ridge shape, but are flat 
and of various patterns, the shield being the 
favorite. They are usually of three colors, 
red, buff and black, the buff being made of 
nearly pute fireclay and the red and black 
being colored res tively with oxide of iron 
and manganese. They vary in size from 1628 
inches to 6x10 inches and are fastened by gal- 
vanized tron, or tin nails. It has been ob- 
jected to those tiles that they are heavy 
and made of coarse clay, and that therefore 
they will absorb moisture so that freezing and 
thawing would cause them to crumble. But 
these objections have been met by improye- 
ments in manufacture. One of the greatest 
advantages of the tile roof is that it is a non- 
conductor of heat, and therefore cooler in the 
summer and warmer in winter than any 


other.

For the space of two hours we steamed up 
the river and then landed at Para. Before us 
the view opened upon the whole enchanting 
magic of a tropical city. It was a feast for the 
eye to linger upon, the singular architecture, 
the convents and churches in the fantastic 
style of the Jesuits, and the gardens with their 
slender royal palms and dark foliage of trees 
in their perennial green. The river teemed 
with a peculiar, busy life and a mongrel of the 
various types one mects here. Thecity itseif 
is neither worse nor better than any other 
tropical town. A few public buildings are 
remarkable for theif style of architecture. 
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Para is the commercial center of the rich, fer-

A school-girl rises to an 8 o’clock breakfast 
or later. The sun has been shining three hours 
and the air is at its freshest, but she has no 
thought for arun out of doors, which would 
tone her for the day. She was up till ll the 
night before, as most girls of 16 are, at some 
trifling entertainment or merely sitting 
round on the doorsteps or in the parlor, chat- 
ting with chance comers. A mother who 
wished to insure her health and good looks 
would insist that the child should be in bed as 
soon after 9 each night as possibile, allowing 
only one night out a week until she was 18. 
I may as well stop nere and close my sugges- 
tions, for the outery of mothers and daughters 
against early sleep is general and overpower- 
ing.

SIGNS THAT OPENED UP HUMANITY TOA 
- >, SILENT PEOPLE. 

Father Gallaudet’s Sen Tells How Deaf 

Mutes Talk and of the Wonderfal In- 

vention That Abbe de L’Epee Made— 


The Language Interestingly Described.

OT many know that 
the founding of the 
first school for deaf 
mutes in France, and 
one of the first in the 
world, was the result 
of an accident. The 
story is as follows: 
The good Abbe de 
L’Epee, who lived in 
Paris in the eighteen th 
centary, called one 
day upon one of his 
parishioners. The 
lady kept him wait- 
ing fora few minutes 
in her drawing-room. Atthe further end of 
the apartment the Abbe noticed two young 
ladies who were apparently greatly engrossed 
in some fancy work. 

He spoke to them, and to his surprise re- 
ecived no reply. When his parishioner ap- 
peared he asked who the young ladies were. 
She said that they were her daughters. There- 
upon he mildly reproached her for their rude- 
ness in not answering bis greeting. Then the 
mother, with tears in her eyes. told him that 
they were deaf and dumb, and beyond such 
few accomplishments as they had scquired 
were totally ignorant of everything regarding 
the world. They could neither read nor 
write, 


I. Day. 2. Hour. 8. Year. 4. Month. 
This simple incident changed the whole life 
ofthe good Abbe. It did more. It gave to 
the world the sign language by which the deaf 
mutes of one nationality may express their 
thought to their afflicted brethren of another 
race. 

Thisisthe way the Abbe began his work. 
He gathered about him such deaf mute chil- 
dren as he could find, and studied their ac- 
tions. He found that they could make them- 
selves understood in a certain uncouth 
way, by signs. They had certain signs 


for horses, cows, men, women, children, 
houses, streets and parks. They could ex- 
ress hunger, thirst, weariness, cold and heat 
n their own way. The Abbe noticed a cer- 
tain similarity in all these signs, and with 
these as a foundation he built up step by step 
the great sign language—a language as differ- 
ent from French as it is from English; a 
language of thought, not of words. 
AN ACCIDENT 

not altogetber unlike this led to the founding 
of the first deaf mutes’ schoolin America and 
the transplanting of this sign language in our 
own soil. In 16185 my father, the Rev. 
Thomas H. Gallaudet, who was a 
oun Congregational clergyman in 
Hart ord, Conn., became interested in the 
sad case of Alice Cogswell, the infant daugh- 
ter of a wealthy physician. She was 2 years 
old atthattime and could neither hear nor 
speak. Several wealthy gentiemen agreed to 
pay my father’s exvenses if he would go 
abroad and learn the different methods of 
educating deaf mutes witha view of found- 
ing a schol for these unfortunates in Hartford. 
One year later my father wasin France. He 
had already spent some time in Great tain 
examining the systems in vogue ere. 
When he saw the beauty of the

We now have & congregation of 
over 100 members, and often many more than 
that number attend our services. Within the 
past ten years the Roman Catholics have es- 
tablished a similar mission in New York City.

A DEAF MUTE, 

who may have no knowledge of English as it 
is writien and spoken, can express himself 
fluently, with dignity and even with true 
eloquence. His thought, untrammeled dy 
prey and sentences, finds utterance in his

It you were to visit the Deaf and Dumb In- 
stitute you would learn how very different the 
sign is from the manual or iabial languages. 
One of the day’s drills of the more advanced 
uplis is to translate a story or an exercise 
rom the sign tothe written language. For 
instance, one boy translates the aceount of 
one man Knocking another down as follows: 
He struck fell down bim. He has the idea 
1 and he has transiated the signs 
iteraily and in thelr order. The incident is 
described in the sign language in ghe follow- 
ing mannér: The sign to the man who delivers 
the blow; the sign for striking; the sign for 
falling and thé sign for the objectof the 
attack.

Third, the sign for ‘‘holy,’’ which is bow- 
ing the head reverentiy and rubbing the 
palms of both hands together.

— the right hand as if lifting a hat by the 
rim. 
Fifth, the sign for in.“

Seventh, the sign for ‘‘men and women.’’ 
Eighth, the sign for silence, which is touch- 
ing the lips with the finger of the right hand 
and bowing the head. 
The sentence. then reads in signs Lord, 
Temple, His, in, Lee men and women, 
silence.’’ 
To my congregation this is as plain as 
spoken words are to those who hear. 
Now let us analyze some ofthe signs that I 
have just described, The tirst part of the sign 
for a male person is the lifting of an imagin- 
ary hatbrim. This, joined to a “~~ of pos- 
session, denotes the word ‘‘his.’’ If I wanted 
to sign man, I would make the first part of 
this sign, and them I would raise my hand 
about the height of a man’s head.

For boy“ I would lower the height of my 
hand, according to the stature of the object I 
was describing. In each of the following the 
male sign forms the chief part or root of the 
sign. ‘‘Father’’ is the male sign, followed 
by holding an imaginary child in the out- 
stretched arms. ‘‘Son’’ isthe male sign, fol- 
lowed by hugging an imaginary child to the 
breast. The signs for femaies differ and their 
root sign, which is made by ag the right 
thumb from the ear to the chin, following the 
course of a bonnet string. from which article 
of feminine apparel it derives ite significance. 

Of course there are many arbitrary signs, 
such as those for the conjanctions and — 
sitions, etc. ‘‘And’’ is expressed by puttin 
together the fingera and thumb of the hand. 
„But“ is made by putting together the two 
forefingers and drawing them apart almost to 
an arm’s length. 

The divisions of time are very neatly de- 
noted. Present“ is made by holding out the 
palm of the hand; past, by throwing the 
hand back over the shoulder, and ‘‘future,’’ 
by extending the hand forward. 

‘*To-day’’ is made by tracing with the fore- 
finger of the right hand a halt circle over the 
head, following the course of the sun —2 
the heayens. ‘‘Yesterday’’ is expressed by 
teuching the cheek with the thumb

The matter of extravagant adornment of the 
table is now of decidedly more importance 
than the digestible qualities of the viands 
placed upon it. It is unfashionable now in 
fashionable dining-rooms to expose upon 
the table the food to be consumed. A glitter- 
ing mass of silver, a blaze and glow of crys- 
tal and cut-glass, a wealth of floral decora- 
tion has superseded the dear old- 
fashioned dishes with their Smok- 
ing and savory brolis and roasts. 
The head of the family is no longer allowed 
the perogative of carving the fowls and 


meats, the dissection ofthe former being no 
longer a necessary accomplishment. All 
these efforts of the good old times are per- 
formed by the butler, or the servant who 
serves each individual guestin turn with his 
slices and sections of fish and flesh. Different 
courses are presented under mysterious 
forms andthe guests must put their confi- 
dence and faith in the goddess of dinner, 
now a hidden deity. 

To actas one feels is against the rules of good 
form; reserve and hauteur are the rules in 
favor that match with the key note of the 
entertainment.

“(Written for the SUNDAY Post-Disraton.) 


ANY dresses are 


N made, but few 


are made successfully. It 


doesn’t pay to make a dress | 


unless it is a success. The 
apologies in plaids, waol- 
lens, stuffs, silks and mus- 
lins are pathetic consider- 
ating the facilities there are 


for the study of dress. The old seamstress is 
in the majority of cases too inflexible to be 
taught new methods. Instead of putting an 
ambitious daughter to work experimenting on 
rage ve her a dress pattern of some daintily 
flowered merino, chally or silk, which can be 
bought at from 17 cents to 75 cents a yard, and 
it willbe more of an incentive to her than a 
mile of printed calico. Geta few extra yards 
of material, and when the waist is tried on and 
found to be a botoh give it up, lay it aside, 
got fresh lining and try again. Keep on try- 
ing; keep cool, and either succeed or give up 
woering dresses. 

Whatever you do don’t wear a dress that 
wrinkles. If you can’t manage the creases 
at the belt line chop off the skirt of the 
basque and make it a round waist. If they

ot ill remain turn it into an Empress Joseph- 
ine, belt it under the arms, and at least revel 
in the knowledge that it fite—what there is 
of it. 

You may drape the skirt and braid the 
bodice, put cuffs on the sleeves, epaulets on 
the shoulders, embroidery on the collar and 
fringe on the edge or the basque, but a 
wrinkle at the arm-hole or across the 
waist line ls a crack in the tea-cup, a flaw in 
the marble, a birth-mark on the cheek of 
beauty. 

In the work of a professional it is a disgrace; 
hence unpardonable and should be the price 
of patronage. To the novice it isg@ishearten- 
ing, out not insurmountable. The cure is 
practice coupled with patience and intelli- 
gence. It is easier to prevent a wrinkle than 
it is to eradicate one.

But to get at the rootofthe wrinkle attack 
the interior. Begin atthe vitals—the inner- 
most membrane, the ribs. In other words 
rip out the lining, pull up the whalebone, 
siash the seams apart and commence again.

Ifthe novice 
is bent on having a collar ofthis sort, it will 
be economical to have the assistance of a 
tailor, on the principle that what is worth 
doing is worth doing well. 

For a double-breasted front the revere, as 
illustrated, will serve asa guide. It is joined 
to the top or bottom side of the front and may 
be scalloped onthe edge or finished straight, 
slanted or narrowed towards the bottom of 
the basque. Reveres of this sort are always 
buttoned, asthe hooks and eyes do not se- 
curely close a bias piece. 

Standing Collar. 

The facing round the button varies in depth 
with the length of the skirt. In a round, 
deep basque cut the facing wide enough to 
reach the belt—that is, five inches. The habit 
basque, which is short on the hips, pointed in 
front and finished with tails, calls for a special 
facing, narrow all round, with the talls faced 
to the waist. Cut the lining on the bias and 
don’t pleat it in any place. If you hold it 

roperly it will adjust jteclf to the edge of the 

asque. Silk, while not as durable as farmer 
satin, is more preferable on account of its 
soitness. Cloth is too wey A ever to be used. 

The same is true in finishing the cuff, If 
there are no cuffs have the facing three or 
four inches deep. Keep 
an iron on the fire and 
press every seam as soon 
as it is closed. When 
completed press the entire 
garment, remember al- 
ways to have a cloth 
under the lron. Pressing 
is to a dress what polish is 
to a shoe, and there is 
nothing that adds so much 
to the beauty of the 
costume. Unfortunately 
women dressmakers do 
not attach proper import 
ance to this feature of the 
work. A tallor on the con- 
trary almost makes a 
waist with an iron and 
lasting cotton, the cotton 
as a security against a slip 
or a misfit and the 
iron or ‘goose’ to give the 
work shape, style, finish 
and beauty. In the main 
this constitutes the charm 
of a tallor- made costume. 
Little need be said, onthe Znglish Basque.

Oculists are 
familiar with ‘‘tobacco amblyopia,’’ that is, 
Aimness of sight, due to what may be called, 
figuratively, biurring of the retina by tobacco 
sinoke. ‘‘Tobacco amblyphonia’’ would be 
an equally appropriate name for the corre- 
sponding dullness of voice caused by excessive 
12 It must be understood that I speak 
bere solely of singers; the effects which have 
been mentioned would be scarcely, if at all, 
noticeable in the speaking Voice. 

When the nicotine does not injare the nerv- 
ous system the smoke may still irritate the 
lining membrane of the throat and windpipe. 
Any one who bas been in a Highland cottage 
must be painfully familiar with the effect of 
the ‘‘peat reek’’ on the eyes. As the mucous 
membrane lining the larynx is even more 
sensitive than that covering the organ of 
vision, the effect of blasts of hot smoke pass- 
ing over it may be es. Unfortunately, 
it is possible to harden the delicate membrane 
to these rough experiences, but in being its 
sensitiveness it aiso loses a good deal of its 
emoothness and elasticity. The evil effects 
wrought by tobacco on the larynx consist gen- 
erally in patches of congestion affecting the 
upper partof the organ and occasionally the 
vocal cords themselves. In addition to this in 
severe cases the cords show a certain sluggish- 
ness of movement, which of course makes 
the tone dull, harsh, and uncertain. 4 
marked feature in these cases is dryness of 
the mucous membrane, a physica! condition 
which deprives the voice of all brilliancy. In 
a givon case it would be impossible by mere 
ocular inspection to feel certain that these 
signs of disease arose from smoking, but in 
the case of young men not thoroughly habn - 
uated, I have repeatedly seen conditions 
brought on by a few Cays’ smoking, which 
have disappeared altogether when the patient 
has abstained. 

In the upper portion of the throat the parts 
most exposed tothe action of hot smoke are 
the uvula and the soft paiate or little curtain 
which screens off the mouth from the back of 
the throat, and it is there accordingly that 
the effects are most marked. Patches of red- 
ness, enlargement of the tiny blood vessels, 
swelling of the uvula, crops of

which break and give rise to small but pain- 
ful ulcers, end finally a rough, gritty, almost 
warty and discolored condition of what was 
onee a beautiful, smooth, ping surface—these 
are the chief features of the picture too often 

resented by the smoker’s palate. Dryness ia 

ere also a very characteristic feature of 
chronic nicotism. Everywhere inthe throat 
the natural secretion which should lubrieate 
the parts is dried up or thickened to a giuti- 
nous material which clogs instead of oiling the 
wheels of the vocal machine. 

The tongue often suffers severely from the 
effects of tobacco. Small excoriations, blisters, 
chronic superficial inflammation and white 
patches, sometimes of almost horny consis- 
tence, are formed on the surface of the organ, 
and a permanently unhealthiy condition is in- 
duced, which in those predisposed tocancer is 
apt, under the influence of advancing age or 
as the result of the prolonged local irritation, 
to lead to the development of that disease. 
The same observation applies to the super- 
fictal ulceration which affects the sides ot the 
root of the tongue. In this situation there are 
a number of delicate projections or so-called 
papilia@, the exquisitely fine points of which 
readily become inflamed when exposed to ir- 
ritation. It is in this situation tuat cancer of 
the tongue is exceedingly apt to commence, 
but whether this terrible disease actually 
originates from merely Irritation or whetber 
it must first be in the system and is only 
brought to a focus, so to speak, by local irri- 
tation, has not yet been determined. Even if 
the latter hypothesis be correct, the disease 
must often be brought on by smoxing years 
before it would otherwise develop and it oc- 
curs in a situation where its symptoms are 
pecullarly distressing. 

More rarely smoking causes chronic inflam- 
mation of the lips, which sometimes gives 
rise to cracks which are always very trouble- 
some and not infrequently end in deadly dis- 
ease. In several of the morbid conditions 
which I bave described it is obvious that the 
changes Of structure are more important than 
the loss of vocal function, and indeed in 
many cases serious disease may be present, 
while the voice is but little affected. 

It need hardly be said that the conditions of 
the throat and other parts of the vocal in- 
strument which Ihave here sketched are not 
the work ofa few months or of moderate 
smoking; they are the result of years of ex- 
cessive indulgence. There is, of course, every 
shade of degree in the susceptibility of differ- 
ent individuals, and much also depends on 
the kind of tobacco used and on the 


MANNER OF SMOKING. 
Persons whose skin are mucous membranes 
are naturully irritable are more easily affected 
than others, and those of strongly marked 
rheumatic or gouty tendencies are aspecially 
likely to suffer. 

The speaking voice does not generally be- 
come seriously affected as the result of smok- 
ing, exceptin the case of those who have to 
make professional use of their voice. I have 
noticed such effects oocasionally in the case 
of military men and more rarely among the 
clergy, who have generally the good sense to 

ive up the habit of smoking when they find It 
njurious. They are certainly, however, most 
common amongst actors. In members of the 
dramatic profession there is often a great 
strain on both the throat and the nervous 
system, especially in learning and rehearsing 
now parts, and itis at auch times that actor 
often exceed the bounds of moderation in 
smoking, to which récourse is had asa seda- 
tive to their overtaxed cerebral and nervous 
energies. It is easy to drift into excess under 
such circumstances, all the more that the 
throat is then in what may be called a condi- 
tion of the least resistance.’’ The result is that 
most of the leading sctors in London suffer 
from a relaxed condition ofthe upper part of 
the throat, broughton entirely, believe, by 
smoking. Asa high standard of excellence 
can Only be maintained in the dramatic pro- 
fession under a spering use of alcohol, tobacco 
must be looked upon as the sole cause of the 
evil. I may add, moreover, that while actors 
suffer very much from congestion and re- 
laxation of the pharynx, actresses are very 
rarely afflicted inghat way. But if the present 
craze of women for aping men even in tbeir 
weaknesses continues, it cannot be expected 
that they willescape the consequences. The 
fair creatures Whom! have seen smoke, how- 
ever, did not seem likely to do themselves 
much harm, for they elther toyed with the 
clgarette lu a Platonic sort of way or smoked 
with their itp **puffing out innocuous blasts 
of dry smoke,’’ to use the words of Charies 
Lamb, but taking care that very littie p 
inward beyond the ‘‘barrier of the teeth. 
cannot imagine, however, that any lady 
cares about her voice would expose it even to 
that slight risk. 

Ihave entered somewhat minutely into the 
various forms of harm which a smoker may 
inflict upon himselt, but unfortun it is 
not necessary to smoke in order to be a Victim 
oftobacco. Even seasoned vessels otten find 
their neighbors’ pipes or very trying, 
and for a person with a delicate throat, X- 
posure to an atmosphere laden with the fumes 
of tobacco is even worse than smoking. Dr. 
Ramon de la Sota,a Spanish ph who 
has given much attention to 20 
states that he is very irequently call 
treat Spanish ladies, whe do not themse 
smoke, tor 4 
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who has a proper regard for his instrument; 
he should also scrupulously avoid smoking 
carriages on the Underground Railway, 
especially at the time ofthe evening exodus 
from the city and ali other places where 
smokers most do congregate. . 

The effects of oversmoking on the throat, 
when the habit has not deen too long indulged 
in, can, as a rule, be easily cured by the sim- 
ple remedy of discontinuing the ractice 
which engenders them. In considering the 
evils produced by smoking it should be borne 
in mind that there are two bad qualities con- 
tained in the fumes of tobacco. The one is 
the poisonous nicotine and the other is the 
high —1 2 — of the burning tobacco. The 
Oriental bookah,in which the smoke is cooled 
by being passed through water before reach 
ing the mouth, is probably the least harmful 
form of indulgence in tobacco, and the cigar- 
ette which isso much in vogue nowadays is 
most certainly the worst. It owes this ‘*bad 
eminence’’ to the very mildness of its action, 
people being thereby tempted to smoke all 
day long and easily accustoming themselves 
toinhale the fumes in their lungs, and thus 
saturating their blood with the poison. 

To aum up, I believe that most people can 
smoke in moderation without injury and that 
to many tobacco acts as a useful nerve sed- 
ative. On, the other band, it indulged in to 
excess the habit is always In jur lous and lam 
sure that a great many persons either cannot 
see or willfully shut their eyes to the ‘‘scien- 
tific frontier’’ which separates moderation 
from abuse. It must also be borne in mind 
that the condition of the throat as well as thet 
of the general health varies greatly at differ- 
ent times and that an amountof smoking 
which atone time would be attended with no

might at another produce serious harm. 
Every stroker knows that when the stomach 
is out ot order the pipe or cigar loses its 
charm; but it Is not so generally known 
that at such times the tongue (which to 
the experienced eye is a mirror of the in- 
visible stomach) and the throat are 
more yulnerable than usual to tobacco. If 
nature’s warnings on these points are disre- 
garded, as they generally are, the smoker 
will bring on himself much unnecessary dis- 
comfort and even suffering. In connection 
withthe variation in susceptibility just re- 
ferred to, it may be mentioned that persons 
leading an out-door lite can, as 
* rule, smoke with much greater 
Impunity than those who spend most 
of their time indoors. itis further worthy of 
remark that the inhabitants of warm climates 
suffer less than the dweilers in what is, prob- 
ably onthe a non lucendo principle, called 
the temperate climate of England. This is 
doubtless due to the greater resisting power 
of throats less harassed by fogs and cast 
winds, and partly, perhaps, to the use of 
milder tobacco. 

To conciude with a little @ractical advice, I 
would say toany one who finds total absti- 
nence too heroic a stretch of virtue, let him 
emoke only after a substantial meal, and if he 
be a singer or speaker, let bim do so after, and 
never before, using the voice. Let him smoke 
a mild Havana or a long-stemmed pipe 
cherged with cool smoking tobacco. If the 
charms of the cigarette are irresistibie. 
let it be smoked through a mouthpiece 
which is kept clean with ultra- 
Mohammedan strictness. Let bim re- 
frain from smoking pipe, cigar or cigarette to 
the bitter, and, it may be added, rank and 
olly end. Your Turk, who is very choice in 
h‘s smoking. and thoroughly understands the 
art, always throws away the near halt of his 
cigarette. Letthe singer who wishes to keep 
in the ‘*‘perfect way,’’ refrain from inhaling 
the smoke, and let bim take it as an axlom 
thatthe manin whom tobacco increases the 
flow of saliva to any marked degree, is not in- 
tended by nature to smoke. Let him be 
strictly moderate in induligence—the precise 
limits each man must settle for himself—and 
he will get all the good effect of the soothing 
plant without the bane which lurks in it when 
used in excess.

Austro-Hungary has 

a smaller area of 

coast land than any 

other or the Eu- 

ropean powers. 

Great Britain, being 

an isiand, is en- 

tirely surrounded by 

water. Italy is bor- 

dered by land only to 

the north, and 

France to the east. 

| Germany disposes 

over a considerable 

stretch of coast-land 

along the East Sea and the North Sea. Rus- 
sia also owns a portion of the East Sea coast, 
as well as that of the Caspian and the Black 
Sea. But the shore line between Aquileja and 
Spitza is the only coast land of which Austro- 


Hungary can boast. Norway and Sweden, as 
well as Spain, which do not count among the 
great powers of Europe, are washed almost 
entirely by the waters of the ocean. 

Austro- Hungary is therefore a dominion of 
a strictly continental character. A large por- 
tion of the urea of the empire is covered by 


aseaporttown. Flume lies in the most re- 
mote corner of the so-called ‘‘Quarnero’’ of 
the Northeastern bay of the Adria. he coast 
is 80 closely hugged by islands of every poss!- 
ble size t one cannot seg the open ocean 
even when standing upon on ot the hills near 
Fiume; the aspect, as it presents itself to the 
eye, is that of a lake, heré 
and there with sailing vessels. Now and 
then the smoky trail of adistant steamer 
hangs over the deep-blue mirror of this basin 
ot water which seems locked in from all sides. 
Tall, barren mountains form the frame for 
one side ot this picture, while tow island 
ridges with rocky cones rising to a moderate 
height border the other side. This natural 
isolation is the cause of typical peculiarities, 
such as one meetsonly in Fiume and ite en- 
virons, and a longline of striking iliustra- 
tions could be recorded for the same. 

The sheltered location of the strip of land 
on the west side of the gulf has made Abbazia 
with its groves of perennial green and excel: 
lent climate famous as a health resort. In 
strange contrast to this luxurious verdure are 
the neighboring mountains, which in their 
lower regions are almost devoid of any vege- 
tation, while their upper portions consist of 
nothing but barren, dreary rocks. 

One of Fiume’s special peculiarities is the 
flerce ‘‘Bora,’’ a cold northeastern gale 
which razes the ground, destroying vegeta- 
tion, demolishing everything that comes in 
its way, even throwing railroad trains off the 
track. Another one is its lack of runnin 
waters, which are replaced by a number o 
springs that bubble out of the sand along the 
coast of the sea. Walking along the strand of 
Abbazia, or Fiume, one notices in the 
usually quiet shoal-water a constantly 

BUBBLING MOTION. 

This is caused by the small springs and 
brooks, which ooze through the clefts of the 
coast mountains and empty into the ocean 
underneath the waters. Fiume has one river, 
as ita name indicates, but it is v different 
from its kind. This river—the lumara— 
spurts in a large billow from the mountains 
and empties into the sea after a short course, 
during which it takes up a small fork, which 
drives a number of mills. 

The neighboPnood of Fiume is tull of inter- 
esting points,among them the railroad, which 
leads irom here through the dreary, tattered 
highlands of the Karst Mountains to Karl- 
stadt and Agram. The plateaus of the high- 
lands are covered with immense, splendid 
oak forests, which are owned by the Bavarian 
Prince of Thurn and Taxis; A curious re- 
minder of the old feudal times is the Burg 
Castua, perched high on arock—the former 
eyrie of the Liburnian brigands—buat now a 
place of refuge of the national insurrection- 
ists, who are seeking to bring about a 
Croatian empire. Near by the ruins of 
a Church are found with a few 
remaining columns and vaults; this 
echureh, bullt upon a high mountain- 
terrace, looks very picturesque, and between 
its battered breaches affords a splendia out- 
look upoa the undulating, balf-barren Inland; 
but a view, such as one enjoys from the bas- 
tion-like front part of the terrace is seldom 
found. Before us sprgads the entire gulf, 
and seen from this height it looks more than 
ever like the basin of alake surrounded by 
natural shores; beyond it expands the fertile 
oasis of Abbazia, nestling against the tall 
Monte Maggiore, the largest mountain within 
the sphere of the Quarnero and its highlands 
in the rear. 

Another remarkable sight is afforded by the 
elevation of Tersato, in the name of which 
that ot the ancient city Tarsatica has been 
preserved. The summit of the mountain, 
which projects into the air on the opposite 
bank of the Fiumara, is crowned with an old, 
decaying castie of the quondam Counts 
Frangipani, and is now in possession of Count 
Nugent. From the bank of the Fiumara a 
stair-case of 400 steps with many broad land- 
ings leads to this castle. etween the 
crumbling walls and covered with rosemary, 
and evergreens stands the eagle crowned 
column, which Bonaparte erected on the

such as the Carpathian Hills, etc. The conti- 
nental character of the Hapsburg monarchy 
is further evidenced by the fact that it has 
more neighboring States and countries than 
any other European domain, 1. e., elght: 
Montenegro, Turkey, Serbia, Rumania, Rus- 
sia, Germany, Switzerland and Italy, while 
Germany has only seven adjoining countries, 
France five, Italy three, Sweden, Norway and 
Spain two respectively, and Great Britain 


none at all. 
No wonder then that up to now Austro- 


Hungary could boast of no large seaport, ex- 


cept Trieste, but the Magyars have at last suc- 
ceeded in raising the small, insignificent vil- 
lage of Fiume to the position of a seaport 
town ot second rank. It took millions of dol- 
lars and no small investment of political 
power to bring about this change. 

The sudden rise is noticeable everywhere. 
The town looks larger, more beautifal and 
oung and fresh, like any modern city; the 
acilities of the harbor have been greatly im- 
roved, and the volume ofthe commerce has 
ncreased considerably. Still it cannot be said 
to compare with Trieste. The efforts that

to bear. That M. Lebrun and M. Dubois and 
hosts of others should be gay young men and 
compromise themselves with fast women and 
become the heroes of more or less scandal- 
ous lawsuits, concerns themselyes and 
their families only and not the public at large. 


But with the grandson of Victor Hugo it was 
different. 
The truth is the poet spolled his grandchil- 
dren. He idolized them and poor human na- 
ture has not reached a point In which Mind 
worship of that nature can be anythi but 
injurious. I have been at Victor Hugo’s house 
on a reception evening when his guests were 
received by his daughter-in-law only, 
himself: was detained up- 
the exactions ot Jeanne 
George, who could not sleep 
and demanded constant supplies of stories 
from their too indulgent grandfather. They 
were both delicate little beings and Victor 
Hugo, who had seen his obiidren die off, one 
by one, around him, was in continual dread 
oflosing them. In fact, for a year or two 
after his grandfather’ s death George Hugo was 
subjectto alarming attacks of faintness that 
caused his physician to fear the existence of 
some fatal form of heart trouble. But he 
radually outgrew this 8 and has been 
n fairly good health for at least two years 
ast. 
Heis nota very attraciive young gentie- 
man. Like his grandfather, he is of short 
stature. But Victor Hugo was bulit like a 
Hercules, while George is merely a sickly 
looking dude. While lacking all proper 
ride In the illustrious name that he bears he 
s still excessively vain of it. Do you think, 
M. Hugo, that the mantie of your grand- 
father has fallen upon you?’’ once asked of 
him a young American lady whom he met ata 
French watering place. Such is my belief, 
mademolselie,’’ was bis reply.

4 all thoughts of crossing the Atlantic.
